THE Charlotte Observer speaking 
lof the bills now before the Senate 


providing for the enlargement of the 
jurisdiction of magistrates and for 
the holding of monthly courts by 
three Justices of the Peace to be 
chosen by the country authorities 
justly says: ‘‘When we see three 
respectable Magistrates on the bench 
elected by the people of the county as 
in old times, we have confidence that 
justice will be administered and the 
affairs of the county properly attend- 
ed to. On the contrary in those un- 
fortunate counties where negroes have 
a majority this willbe a dangerous 
power to entrust to their hands. 

The italics are ours, and we use 
them to direct attention to the great 
danger which would follow the pas- 
sage of these bills. We write in no 
spirit of hostility to the negro. We 
wish sincerely for his well doing, but 
we cannot deny the evil likely to 
come from any inerease of his au- 
thority in those counties subject to 
his sway. These counties are indeed 
unfortunate, and it is in their behalf, 
from a jealous and tender regard for 
their well doing that we have urged 
Senators to consider well before they 
enact these bills into laws. In the 
more fortunate counties the scheme 
might work beneficially, but in these 
counties it would be prodactive of 
the greatest harm. 

In behalf therefore of the people of 
Granville, Warren, Halifax, North- 
ampton, Bertie, Hertford, Pasquo- 
tank, Washington, Martin, Edge- 
combe, Craven, Bladen and New 
Hanover and others who may be 
similarly circumstanced, we protest 
againet the passage of these bills. 
These are among the largest tax-pay- 
ing communities in the State and 
surely they deserve some favor, some 
mercy from the Legislature. 


WE see in our exchanges occasional 
outeroppings of a disposition to com- 
plain of the Legislature because of 
the length of thesession. Wedonot 
allude to the matter for the purpose 
of condemning this spirit, but in 
order to say a few things that should 
be said in ‘vindication of the gentle- 
men of the General Assembly. Very 
many very important measures have 
been considered at this session of the 
Legislature—measures which were 
singularly fraught with either good 
or evil to the commonwealth. The 
public debt, the consolidation of our 
railroads, amendments to the laws of 
the State, allowable by reason of the 
changes in the organic law made by 
the ratification of the new articles in 
the State Constitution—these were 
matters that demanded the most at- 
tentive consideration, and we are 
happy to say they have had it. 

No legislation is so dangerous 
as that hasty legislation, which 
is based upon the that 
the great duty of a legislator is to 
convice his constituency of his desire 
to practice economy by short ses- 
sions. Every measure presented 
should have careful and thorough in- 
vestigation. Then our statute books 
would not be crowded with laws that 
are found, when put into operation, 
to be unwise and injurious; nor 
would there be the need, at each sub- 
sequent session, for amendment and 
repeal of the doings of its predeces- 
sors. 

Again, North Carolina is growing, 
slowly we admit, but surely we hope. 
Each year brings some immigration 
and capitol. New mines are being 
discovered and worked and new in- 
dustries developed. These enterpris- 
es are usually conducted by associa- 
ted capitoland the gentlemen com- 
prising the various companies desire 
incorporation for the protection of 
their property and the furtherance of 
their interests. These  enterpises 
are local in their character 
but public in their results. 
They add to the aggregate wealth of 
the State, increase the amount of its 
taxable property, and increase its 
revenue. They deserve encourage- 
ment. They need to be fostere’, and 
| the legislature would act with ex- 


| ceeding want of wisdom if it refused 


to do all in its power to aid in their 
development. Much of its time is 
occupied in legislation of this seem- 
ingly private character, but every act 
passed in furtherance of these indus- 
tries is an act in the interest and 
behalf of all the peuple of the State. 


Advance Payment. 
Having adopted the cash system or 
advance payment upon all subscrip- 
tions, we deem the following article 
from a late number of the Galveston 
(Texas) News as exceedingly appro- 


priate and to the point. Says the 
News: 


often very intelli- 
peop e complain of being re- 
, unreasonable and unjust to 
the subscriber. We think shat we 
can show that such complaint is not 
but that advance 
S$ quite as much to the in- 
terest of the subscriber ag the pub- 
lisher. Thirty years of ex perience 
has convinced us that a subscription 
paid in advance is worth twenty-five: 
or thirty per cent. more to the pub- 
lisher than when paid at the end of 
the year. This greater value is not 
from having the use of the money a 
year earlier, but mainly from the fact 
hat the payment in advance saves 
the publisher the usual commission 
of twenty-five per cent. for collect- 
ing, and an average loss of nearly as 
much more from subscriptions that 
are never collected. With all the 
care and caution that can be exercised 
we think it is very near the truth to 
say that the usual amountof subscri 
tions totally lost to the publisher is 
about twenty-five per cent, of the 
whole. But the credit system also 
requires an extensive and laborious 
system of book-keeping, and also in- 
volves considerable expense in writ- 


arts of the State. Now, all this 


eavy loss may seem, at first view, to 
fall on the ublisher; buta lit- 
tle reflection gapivince any one 
hat the publisher would s00 
bankem ited if he did not find some 
way to throw a large part of this loss 
upon others. And t is he does by 
invreasing his subscription price so 
as to make up for the loss, or a large 
part of it, or by reducing the expenses 
of his paper and lessening its value. 
In either of these cases the paying 
rtion of his subscribers are made to 
pay for the loss caused by the balance, 
much in the same way that the mer- 
chant makes his customers pay the 
various duties, taxes and charges of 
all kinds imposed upon the goods he 
sells. The first loss falls upon the 
merchant in the one case and the

On motion of G. F. Hoar, the bill 
was made tw apply to matter hereto- 
fore sent, and was then passed. 

The House then went into Com- 
mittee of the Whole on the Army 
Bill. The fourth section of the bill 
requires that all claims for stores or 
supplies, taken or furnished during 
the rebellion for the use of the 
army, including all such claims now 
pending and undetermined in any 
department of the government, shall 
be presented before November Ist, 
1874, to the Southern Claims Com- 
missioners, who shall have exclusive 
jurisdiction to hear and determine 
them. Allclaims not presented be- 
fore that day are to be rejected. The 
transfer of the claims from the Quar- 
termaster’s Department is to be con- 
sidered asa presentation ofthe claims. 
This section gave rise to a long dis- 
cussion, and many amendments were 
offered to it. nen 

The most important’ amendments 
that were adopted were, one offered 
by Young, of Ga., extending the 
time from Nov., 1874, to Nov., 1870, 
and one offered by KE. R. Hoar, of 
Mass., for the appoiatment of two 
additional Commissioners. 

An amendment,otfered by Speer,of 
Pa., was also adopted after a long 
struggle, transferring to the Commis- 
sioners all the evidence now on file 
with the Quartermaster General and 
Commissary General. 

Beck offered the following resolu- 
tion, which was adopted : ; 

WHEREAS, the First National 
Bank of the city of Washington re- 
cently became insolvent and is now 
in the hands of a receiver, in conse- 
quence, as is alleged, of lending to or 
placing in the control of a single 
tirm the whole of its capital stock as 
well as a large part of the money of 
its depositors which is in palpable 
violation of the National Banking 
Act; and 

WHEREAS, the circumstances at- 
tending the failure of said bank and 
the character of the management, 
under which so gress a_ violation of 
law could have taken place, demand 
an investigation to the end thatrem- 
edies may be applied,to guard against 
like frauds in the future ; theretore, 

Resolved, ‘That the Committee on 
Banking and Currency be instructed 
to examine into the condition of said 
bank atthe timeof its failure and 
into its prior transactions and gener- 
al management, with power to send 
for persons and papers. 

‘he Senate to-day, after a week's 
discussion, passed the Bankrupt bili. 
senator Edmunds, who had charge 
of it, having persistently pressed it 
upon the Senate and refused to allow 
any measure to be introduced which 
might set it aside for any time what- 
ever. The billis very much more 
lenient to the debtor class than the 
old law; one of its principal features 
being that a debtor who suspends the 
payment of his paper cannot be fore- 
into bankruptcy under forty 

ays. 

‘An amendment was offered by 
Senator Johnson, of Va., to-day, re- 
quiring assignees to make _ public 
notice in newspapers having the 
largest circulation of sales to be made, 
was agreed to. The bill further re- 
duces the fees of Bankrupt oflfi- 
cers to one-half of that which 
they received under the _ old 
law, and provides that any arrange- 
ment for a settlement between a 
bankrupt and his creditors shall be 
signed by at least one half of the 
creditors representing one-half of the 
iniebtedness. Suits to recover all 
sums under five hundred dollars may 
be brought in a State Court, under an 
order from a Federal Judge having 
charge of the estate. Bankrupt of- 
ficers are required to make full re- 
ports of all facts in connection with 
cases coming before them to the Dis- 
trict Court, and the Clerks of the Dis- 
trict Courts are to report to the At- 
torney Geueral every vear.
